THE ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE 
' OF THE AUSTRALIAN, 
NAVAL BRIGADE. 
eee _coemnemrend 
The steamer CArngtet (British transport 106), 
having ‘on’ board the ‘officers and men of the 
Australian Naval Contingent, arrived in the 
harbour on Thursday morning at ten o'clock 
fron Taku, which-port she,left,on the 29th ult, 
The Naval Brigade, ‘which is composed of vol- 
unteers from New South Wales and Victoria, 
‘consists of about 420 officers and men, under the 
command of Captain Gillespie, R.N. Captain 
Connor, New South Wales, and Captain Tick- 
ell, Victoria, are the officers’ in charge of the 
two detachments, which include about fifty, 
marines from New South Wales. “These had 
reviously volunteered to go to South Africa, 
fut were left behind, and being under cinvas 
when the Naval Brigade was mobilised, offered 
their services and were accepted as a composite 
art of the contingent. The ‘Brigade, which 
left Sydney on 18th August, arrived at the 
, Seat of war in October,. too late to take part in 
active fighting, They took their share in the 
March’to Paotinglu, when the Boxers retreated 
without offering resistance. «The, Victorians 
were selected for police duty in Tientsin, whilst 
the volunteers from New South Wales were 
stationed at Peking in three different detach- 
ments—one, at Chang Wang Fu, another 
atthe Legatlons,and a thirdat the Lama Tem- 
ple. Their duties consisted principally of 
lice patrolling and guarding the milway 
Petween Peking and Tientsin. ‘The NewSouth 
Wales contingent remained at Peking from 
October till the end of last month, when, with 
the Victorian detachment, they were relieved by 
te draft of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers which 
sTeft here about the middle of March by the 
-Chingfu. Seventeen men of the New South 
Wales detachment were lefi behind, they hav- 
ing on the agth ‘u volunteered for railway 
duty between Peking and Tientsin. On assum- 
ing this duty they were discharged from the 
‘contingent. The men are in splendid health 
and spirits, and have but one regret—that they 
“(were not priviliged to take an active part in 
“the quelling of the Boxers. The CAingty, 
besides coaling, has taken on board one or two 
new twelve-pounders which were left here when’ 
the contingent called on its way North. [t is 
hoped that Sydney will be reached in time to 
enablo the Brigade to take part in the Com- 
monwealth celebrations following on the arrival 
of the Duke.and Duchess of York: ° , . 
His Excellency. The Governor (Sir Henry-A. 
Blake; G.C.M.G.) went. on board the. Chingt 
yesterday moming and: the Australian Naval 
Brigade were assembled in the fore part of the 
ship.

warded usthe following report for publication:— 

To the Canton Missionary Conference, 
Brethren:—Your committee, appointed to pre- 

‘pare a paper setting forth thé views of the Con- 
erence onthe subjects of “Indemnities,” “ Mis: 
sionary Interference,” etc, with reference also 
to certain statements contained in despatches 
from Actitg Viceroy Tak to Consul McWade,. 
has carefully considered the subjects referred 
to and nor reports as follows: ~ 

1, Weaccept fully the statement of Acting 

Viceroy Tak in his despatch that, “The native 
Christians are, Chinese subjects.’ The mis-: 
sionary constantly impresses upon the converts 
that uniting with a Church does not make them 
any. the less aitienable, to the laws of China.. 
what we insist upon is that converts shall 
be treated as Chinese subjects. The Acting. 
‘Viceroy my not be aware of the fact that con- 
verts are not so treated by the local magistrates, 
They are trequently referred to in open court 
as alitos, and ns those who have forfeited all 


tight. to. justice. before the Jaws, -.[n several 


instances local magistrates have requested con- 
verts to take their cases to the consuls as the 
the proper persons (o whom their cases should 
.be present'd. Again, it not infrequently hap- 


‘pens that Christians are compelled to pay ex- 
orbilant sums of moncy before they can get‘ 


their. cases belore the magistrates ; and after 
the case is admitted ungstial and unnecessary 
delay occurs in the settlement of cases in 
which Christians concerned, . 

So long as the Christians ate not treated as 
other Chinese subjects but are subjected to 


disabilities and are refused the samie protection . 


of law which is given’ other Chinese, sub- 
jects, the officials cannot complain sof mission- 
ary interference. In most instances it is only 
through the missionary that the converts can 
secure the rights which the treaties grant them. 
Therefore we do claim that: - : 

2, In accordance with the treaties made by 
the Chinese government with other nations,, 
“Those who quietly profess and teach this doc- 
trine (Christian doctrine) shall not harassed or 
persecuted on account of their faith” And 
that, “Amy person whether citizen of the 

nited States or other country, ‘or Chinese 
convert, who according to these tenels peace- 
ably teaches and practices the principles of 
Christianity, shall in no case be intérfered 
with” ee : 
‘3. We would point out that if it was proper 
for foreign governments to make the above a 
part of their treaty with China, it is right and 
matter of simple justice to the Chinese, who 
accepted Christianity whilé. this treaty was in 
force, to claim: that its provisions shall be 
carried our, ~ age 
‘ 4. Failure to insist upon the observance of 
this part ofthe treaty is an encouragement to 
the Chinese government to disregard every 
other obligation of the treaties they have made 
with foreign governments. 

‘5, The Viceroy's despatches plainly imply 
that the recent troubles were caused solely by 
“ children and ruffians," that “ Lawless people 
circulating groundless rumors made trouble in’ 
all districts by plundering or looting.” This is 

lainly anattempt to shift the responsibility 
‘or the trouble from those who were guilty and 
pe upon irresponsible parties, It is well- 

nown that in almost every instance when 
trouble occurred, one, or more, wealthy and 
influential person was the instigator of the 
trouble and that, “clrildren and ruffians”" were 
but acting nnder the directions of others. 

6, The Viceroy’s despatch also -states that, 


"Hereafter missionary cascs will not be 


arranged according to the mode of the arrange: 
ment made in the present year. We wish 


the Viceroy to understand that we do not seek | 


to. establish precedents in the settlement of 
cases, The treaty still remains in force. Ther 
observance of its provision is all we desire. Yet 
we maintain that the indemnities paid’ during 
the past months were not excessive, but clearly 
within the provisions ofthe treaties and the 
laws of China, ere : 

7. In conclusion we wish to state that what 
the missionary wants is order and not indem- 
nities. The surest way to Secure order is to 
accord to converts the same justice that is 
accorded to other- Chinese subjects, If local 
magistrates (and gentry) continue to treat 
Christians with conternpt, allow their underlings 
to oppress them, and cause unnecessary delay 
in the settlement of disputes, it is hardly 
possible that "Missionary Interference” will’ 
speedily ceise. Therefore we desite to point 
out to the Viceroy that the radical. cure for all | 
trouble between Christians and non-christians 
is_a change of attitude on the part of local 
officials, (and gentry) towards. the Christians. 
Let the local magistrates treat the Christians 
fairly and justly and much of the trouble of the 
past will not be repeated. : eee

The-realization of ‘this dream is ‘a great deal 
hearer than is supposed outside of the great 
chemical laboratories of the world. In fact, the 
chemical has. actually been produced, The 
light is somewhat feeble, it is true, but photo- 
graphs have actually been made by means of it. 
Frorm’a strictly scientific point of view. the dis- 

‘covery is a great deal nearer perfection than 
the X-ray was only three years.ago, | 
Radium is the name given to the new sub-. 
stance, and the discovery of it wat made hy a: 
woman, Mme.’ Sklowdowska Currie, of. the 
Municipal School of Physics in Paris, For this 
she has been awarded one of tha regular prizes 
of 4,000 francs and given a place of honour in 
the French Academy of. Sciences, The dis- 

-covery-is generally -looked-upon-as-one of the 
greatest ‘of theage. Not only docs it, upset 
nearly all of our generally accepted ideas about 
light and gnergy, but it points the way to other 
fields that in the present stage of our know- 
ledge seem to belong to the infinite. 

‘The generally accepted idea about the origin 
‘of light is that it is merely the demonstration 
of an energy produced by the destruction, or 
consumption of certain substances, such as 
coal, oil or gas. By the destruction of buming 
coal heat is produced, which being. transformed 
into motion’ through the medium of the steam 
engine and the dynamo, results in electricity 
for our incandescent and arc lights. Of all the 
artificial lights that man has ever been able. to 
make use of, each has heretofore been obtained 
only by the consumption of some material, 
Even phosphorescence, which produces a 
feeble light without heat, awes its origin’ 
to the consumption of substances the 
nature of which at the present time is not 
thoroughly understood, . Three years ago any 
person. who offered to'produce light without 
energy would have been. looked upon. as a 
dreamer, But the discover of the wonderful 
properties of the’ X-ray set men to thinking. 
It then became apparent that there was more 
than one form of radiant energy, -all of them: 
having the same qualities in certain directions, 
but entirely differert™in others, The most 
powerful rays of.the-sun were utterly «enable to 
pass through even a@ thin sheet of car- 
board, while the X-ray, too feeble to be 
seen, is able to pass through pieces of 
wood and metal” This made it apparent that 
the power of the hght in some directions was’ 
not entirely duc to the material consumed, 
The action of the X-rays in causing “tertain 
metals. become luminous to the eye alsoStarted 
investigation along other lines, i 

Scientific students soon found that the metal 
uranium possessed some of the most remark- 
able properties in this direction. Fipst It was 
found to have the power of absorbing light 
and afterwards emitting it.. Then investigations 
were followed out by experiments. with djffer- 
ent salts of the metal, alone and in combina- 
tion, The results Were surprising. Som@ sub: 
stances were produced having properi|es similar 
to X-rays. They were invisible to the eye, and 
yet had the power of “fogging " a photographic 
plate when brought into contact withit, Dif- 
ferent forms of these rays were produced. by 
different investigators, but all failed of produc- 
ing-anything more promising than a laboratory 

rexperiment, They had an energy, but ‘no 
luminosity, which rendered all of their work 
useless as far as the demands of the busy world 
are concerned,- A 

Following her own lines, Mme. Currie’s ef- 
forts were crowned with success about two 
months ago. By using different salts in come 
bination with the bismuth she produced a aub- 
stance with some of the properties of barium, 


but having the power, after being heated, af} 


‘emitting visible raya of light. This isthe sub- 
stance which she named ‘radium "the sub- 
stance that promises to revolutionize the light- 
ing of our houses in thefuture, f 

Naturally her first work after obtaining the 
long sought-for substance was to measure its 
‘power, Using the fine-instrament constructed 
‘or the purpose she was surprised sto find that 
there was no need for them, as her light was 
strong enough to be measured by ordinary 
means. To this and; paotography Was, 
made use of. A good negative of ordinary 
density was paces in a printing frame 
in front of a fast photographic, plate, After 
several trials she found thata distance of about 
two feet she was able to get A strong impression 
in about fifteen minutes, The slide produced 
was perfect in every detail—overy bit as good 
as could be preeacea by daylight. A duplica-. 
tion of the plate showed that another could be 
produced in exactly the same time, demonstra- 
ting conclusively that the power ef the light 
was unchanged. ‘Aftertwo weeks, during which 
time the precious substance had been subjected 
to-all soris of conditions, another teat was 
made with identically the the same results, 
thus leaving no doubt about the stability of the 
power ofthe new light. : 
_Several pieces of radium were manufactured 
and sent to-scientists in all parts of the world. 
One of these has recently been received’by 
Professor.Langley of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and has created quite a furore among-the 
scientists of the teil The specimen had. 
been packed in.a smallieaden box; with in- 
structions to open it in the dark. . . 

A small party at once adjourned to the 
photographic dark room,'which was of inky 
blackness. Professor Langley cut the box and 
before the astonished acientiats could realize 
what ‘had happened the room was filled 
with 9 clear greenish. glow, bringing out in 
relief the features of ayerybody present, At
